3. Claims 1 and 3-17 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in regard to 
independent claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest: 

An article of footwear comprising: an upper and a sole, wherein the sole has an outsole 
for directly contacting a ground surface; and at least one element compression molded with the 
outsole, wherein the at least one element is formed from a first material comprising at least 45% 
ethylene vinyl acetate, approximately 30% polyene elastomer, and approximately 20% synthetic 
rubber, and wherein the at least one element is not damaged during a bending test performed at 
23°C W. Prick or at -10°C Prick; and wherein the outsole includes a second material that is 
compatible for compression molding with the at least one element and is less hard and less dense 
than the at least one element. 

In regard to independent claim 1 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest: 
An article of footwear comprising: an upper and a sole, wherein the sole has an outsole 
for directly contacting a ground surface; at least one element compression molded with the 
outsole, wherein the at least one element is formed from a first material comprising at least 45% 
ethylene vinyl acetate, approximately 30% polyene elastomer, and approximately 20% synthetic

rubber, and wherein the at least one element is not damaged during a bending test performed at 
23°C W. Prick or at -10°C Prick; and at least one cleat receptacle compression molded with the 
at least one element; wherein the outsole includes a second material that is compatible for 
compression molding with the at least one element and that is less hard and less dense than the at 
least one element, and wherein the at least one cleat receptacle is accessible for attachment of a 
non-metal cleat.
